SPARKMAN; _ I supported 
the establishment of a 10- 
year housing goal target 
when it was considered by 
Congress in 1968, but I 
believe we would be mak- 
ing a mistake if we permit 


numerical goals to be,our 
sole guide in carrying out 
a national housing policy, 
Our experience with Fed- 
eral programs leads us 
more to the conclusion that 
our efforts should be dir- 
ected to the construction 
of livable communities, not 
just brick and mortar shel- 
ter, A smaller number of 
homes built in a commu- 
nity which provides public 
and private services, and 
an environment attractive 
to family living, can pro- 
vide multiple and long las- 
ting benefits which far out- 
weigh a larger number of 
homes constructed ejse- 
where, 

QUESTION; Housing and 
related legislation is a big 
part Qf the many bills that 
have been thrown into the

SPARKMAN: There have 


been 11,000 bills introduced

Though incentive tech- 
niques do. apply to small 
businesses, as a small bu- 
sinessman you could ask; 
‘‘Why should I use them? 
I am already making a 
profit and my employees 
are getting along fine,’’ 

The answer is that even 
though you are making a 
profit and your employ- 
ees are not grumbling, all 
of you could still benefit 
from incentive techniques, 
Your employees could be 
happier and get more sat- 
isfaction from their work, 
while you could enjoy lar- 
ger profits as a result of 
increased productivity. 
And what business could 
not use such changes? 

But just what are in- 
centive techniques? They 
are methods of motivating 
employees to put forth 
more effort in their work, 
while at the same time fin- 
ding it more satisfying, 
When incentive techniques 
are used properly, employ- 
ees work harder because 
they want to, 

Three employee motiva- 
tion principles will help 
you plan a successful in- 
centive program, They 
are given along with some 
suggested incentive tech- 
niques, 

Make Employees Feel 
Important, Everyone likes 
to feel that he is impor- 
tant, That is a rule of hu- 
man nature, Likewise, ma- 
king an employee feel im- 
portant is a@ principle of 
motivation, Here are so- 
me techniques that may 
be used; 

1, Pay fairly, Below av- 
erage wages can make em- 
ployees feel degraded, If 
you pay below average Wa- 
ges they may think you feel 
they are- below average, 
2, Give responsibility and 
authority, Allow employ- 
ees to make decisions on 
their own where possible, 
Give then respect and trust, 
You cannot expect your 
employees to take any in- 
itiative if you run a dic- 


tatorship, 

3. Allow employee parti- 
cipation, Have group me- 
etings for discussions of 
needed improvements, and 
carry out worthwhile sug- 
gestions. Give zmployees 
a feeling of involvement to 
promote team effort, 

Promote Feeling Of Ach- 
ievement, A need for ach- 
ievement is also a part of 
human nature, To get sa- 
tisfaction from his work a 
person must feel that he 
has achieved something, 
The following techniques 
may be helpful: 

1, Let the employee per- 
form the entire job. This 
lets the employee identify 
with the finished job, 
Where possible, let the 
customer know who did the 
work, 

2, Create goals to be ach- 
ieved. The goals must be 
high enough to require ex- 
tra effort but low enough 
to be obtained. Let the 
employees know how they 
are doing, perhaps with 
a chart so everyone can 
see how the other is do- 
ing. 

3. Have contests, Con- 
tests could be for the hi- 
ghest volume among sa- 
lesmen, the best safety 
record in a shop, or any 
other desired goal, 

Reward Good Perfor- 
mance, While a person’s 
pay check is a reward for 
the work he has perform- 


ed, little extra rewards 
pay off manyfold with ex- 
tra effort from the em- 
ployee. These extra re- 
wards need not by costly, 
as is shown below: 

,l. Give personal recog- 
nition for outstanding per- 
formance, This is one of 
the most important techni- 
ques, and costs nothing to 
give. Personal recogni- 
tion can be a private com- 
ment to the person, an 
announcement before all 
employees, or even a pic- 
ture in the local paper, 
2, Award a prize to cS 
winner of a contest, A 
contest is most effective 
when a prize is give and 
is announced at the beg- 
inning, For example you 
may have a portable TV 
set as a prize and display 
it for employees to see, 
3. Give a bonus based on 
performance, An end- 
of-year bonus to employ- 
ees based on the perfor- 
mance of the business is 
often effective, 

4. Base the pay on the 
amount of work perfor- 
med, This method can be 
used by paying salesmen 
or servicemen a commis- 
sion or production work- 
ers by piecework, 

The techniques- list 
here are only a few sug- 
gestions, You should pick 
techniques that apply best 
to your business in ful- 
filling the three principles,

PEANUT YIELDS 

Speaking of peanut yields 
to farmers in Covington 
County, County Agent W.H., 
Kinard asked some ques- 
tions and then gave some 
comments, ‘‘Why was this? 

Let 
me try to analyze this re- 
cord yield and see if you 
agree; First - We had 
‘peanut weather,’ Cer- 
tainly we will have to put 
this first, Second-Better 
varieties, In my opinion 
the Florunner and Flori- 
giant peanuts will make 
us more pounds per acre 
than any other variety we 
know of atthe present time, 
Third-Better disease con- 
trol. New materials are 
being put on the market to 
combat leafspot and other 
disease.

SQUIRREL HUNTING 

Checks of hunter’s bags 
have proved the hunter ar- 
med with shotgun will kill 
more squirrels than the ri- 
fle shooters, However, a 
sportsman who uses arifle 
usually considers it more 
sporting to bag his game 
with one bullet than with a 
loan of small shot, 

Squirrel hunters could 
check under hickory, oak, 
beech trees for freshly cut 
nuts. This activity indi- 
cates concentrated feeding 
areas, The veteran squir- 
rel shooter knows, too, that 
if he lets one squirrel fro- 
lic about freely, it may lure 
more squirrels from con- 
cealment. 


SOYBEANS 

I saw some soybeans on 
several farms in the Kin- 
ston area, and it appears 
that we have a pretty good 
crop made, Where crop 
land is limited, we do not 
recommend that a man try 
to grow both peanuts and 
soybeans, This will keep 
a peanut grower from ro- 
tating as he should. We

Many farmers have 
talents and skills to oper-

Reasonable Timetable 
Is Industry’s Answer 
To Pollution Control 
“Industry will spend $1.6 
billion this year on new 
water. pollution contro] fa- 
cilities plus hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars to operate the 
billions of dollars worth of 
water pollution facilities al- 
ready in place,” according to 
Dr. J, William Haun, vice 
president and director of en- 
gineering, General Mills, Inc. 
Dr, Haun, who testified on 


behalf of the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers 
before a Congressional com- 
mittee considering the im- 
position of national water 
control standards, said that
